Appearance*  Indicate  that  the  present 
Presidential  campaign  wit]  be  unusually 
tree  from,  excitement.  To  be  sure,  the  time 
baa  hardly  come  for  the  party  enthusiasm 
to  be  fully  awakened.  We  are  Kill  In  the 
dog  days,  when  people  are  not  quit#  in  the 
mood  for  mam  v.  acting*.  Htnrer.  r  that 
wilfeoroo  byaad-bye;  and  before  the  elec¬ 
tion.  no  doubt,  we  shall  see  a  fair  amount  of 
Republican  and  Democratic  aeal,  sufficient 
to  call  out  the  rote  of  the  country  But  as 
yet  neither  aide  seema  to  be  fully  "wakel 
up.”  The  chariot  drag*  slowly  and  heavily. 
One  feature  of  the  canvam  so  far  gratifies  us 
greatly,  vis  ;  the  abaenoe  of  thorn  attacks  on 
personal  character  which  in  former  year* 
have  been  oar  shame  and  d  agTaee.  This, 
we  trust,  is  to  be  a  campaign  of  reason,  and 
not  of  calumny.  It  seema  to  be  understood 
that  vituperation  and  abuse  of  candidates  do 
not  make  converts,  and  that  even  In  the 
way  of  legitimate  activity,  it  is  pomible  to 
over  o  a  thing;  that  too  much  speaking  and 
public  demonstration  may  damage  a  cause 
more  thaa  they  help  it;  and  that  more  votes 
are  gained  in  the  long  run  by  influences  and 
appeal*  which  do  not  agitate  the  community, 
than  by  declamation  and  claptrap.  The 
people  arc  learning  not  to  be  aisled  by  the 
politicians,  and  pot  their  own  estimate*  on 
persons  and  acts.  The  newspaper  h»  fast 
taking  the  place  of  the  stump-speaker,  and 
an  increasing  number  of  people  read  on  both 
sides.  The  new  system  of  'interviewing" 
public  men.  and  filling  the  papers  with  their 
opinions,  often  carefully  prepared  by  them¬ 
selves  f  r  the  purpose,  is  having  a  marked 
effect  on  the  public  mind.  In  this  way 
many  of  our  leading  men,  wlio  would  not 
take  the  stump  on  any  consideration,  yet 
tmke  the  people  into  their  confidence,  and 
whisper,  as  it  were,  what  they  do  not  care 
to  s[>eak  aloud.  When  the  people  thus  hold 
a  sort  of  a  telephonic  communication  with 
the  ablest  men  in  the  country,  they  feel  com 
potent  to  do  their  owu  thinking,  without 
waiting  for  the  nod  of  party  managers. 

One  reason  why  the  campaign  is  likely  to 
be  very  quiet,  is  the  fact  thal  there  is  a  wide¬ 
spread  and  profound  feeling  that  the  coun¬ 
try  is  perfectly  safe.  The  sober  common- 
sense  of  the  people  is  not  easily  scared,  and 
refuses  to  be  bullied  or  excited  beyond  self- 
control.  There  is  tremendous  conservatism 
and  health  and  hope  in  the  stolidity  of  the 
masses,  who  refuse  to  jump  from  party  to 
party,  like  circus- perform  era  leaping  from 
horse  to  horse  while  on  the  rufi.  They  are 
slow  to  move,  and  slower  still  to  change; 
they  think  by  instalments,  and  feel  their 
w*y  along  carefully,  as  though  half  blind 
and  uncertain  of  their  steps.  Not  much-  Is 
gained  by  appealing  so  vociferously  to  this 
sturdy  body  of  voters,  who  constitute  the 
rank  and  file  of  both  parties.  The  people 
who  change  are  usually  the  ''uncommitted” 
men.  who  do  their  owu  thinking,  and  read¬ 
ing  too.  And  these  men  are  not  influenced 
much  by  noise.  These  facta  affect  the  en¬ 
tire  community.  It  ia  noticeable  that  while 
in  the  former  Presidential  campaigns  trade 
haa  fallen  off,  and  business  has  come  to  a 
$a mi  still,  and  the  great  industries  of  the 
country  have  suffered,  this  year  there  has 
been  o<>  break  or  decline  in  the  material  and 
commercial  activities  of  the  cotntry.  Peo¬ 
ple  are  every  where  hopeful,  confident,  driv¬ 
ing  They  are  too  deeply  interested  in  their 
own  profitable  and  promising  enterprises  to 
lash  themselves  into  a  frenxy  about  an  elec¬ 
tion.  These  wholesome  tacts  and  feelings 
are  likely  to  put  a  check  upon  \ artisan  ex¬ 
cesses.  and  tone  the  campaign  down  to  a 
point  which  accords  with  the  real  sentiments 
and  best  interests  of  the  people;  and  what 
the  campaign  looses  in  excitement,  it  is  sure 
to  gain  in  sense  and  decency  and  morals.
